right in the midst of the city of Cleveland, 
about three quarters of a aile from the 
shore of Lake Erie and about the same dis- 
tance from the business centre that clusters 
around the City Square where the fine Sol- 
diers and Sailors monument stands, and 
where Cleveland has erected a handsome 
arch spanning Superior street in com- 
memoration of her Centennial Jubilee that 
began a month ago aud is not yet over. 


I have no official figures, but there were 


said to be about eight thousand men in 
camp. Tho camp was well laid out and the 
sanitary arrangements perfect iu every way. 
Small water mains were laid on top of the 
ground and distributed the necessary fluid 
all over the camp, while arc lights banished 
darkness on the company streets. The main 
features of the occasion was of course the 
big parade which was certainly a fine dis- 
play and large enough to occupy a couple of 
hours iu passing a given point. Of course 
those of us who took part in it saw but little 
of it, but what we did see made us regiet 
that we could not see it all. 
A striking 


picture, almost as striking as the showy 
uniforms of the Uniform Rank was made by 
the subordinate lodges in white uniforms 
and with white umbrella*. The training of 
the Uniform Hank was well shown by the 
fact that in thirty minutes from bugle cull 
the parade moved. In that time all the 
company, regimental and brigade formations 
were completed and eveiything in readiness, 
notwithstanding the facl that all the move- 
ments were necessarily made amid pressing 
crowds of spectators. 


The broad streets of Cleveland gave a fine 


opportunity for imposing display and the 
whole city stopped to look on, the slreet 
curs along the line stopped running and Ihe 
cross streets were all cut oft, no one being 
allowed to cross the line during the time of 
the parade. 
Anolher feature of the encamp- 


ment was the prize diill at Euclid Beach 
Park. Yellow Cross Division, of Alliance, 
Ohio, carried off the honors gaining an 
average of 96.15 out of a possible 100. 
The 


contest included both inspection and drill 
and the judging and marking were done by 
:hree officers of the regular army. 
The en- 


campment was under the command of Major 
Geueial Carnahan, the commander-in-chief 
of the Uniform Rank, who is an old soldier 
having both army and 
National Guard 


experience. The Pennsylvania Brigade was 
commanded by our popular and 
efficient 


Brigadier General Walter H. Starbird. There 
was entertainment and fun galore, and the 
only regret that anybody had was that 
through the action of the railroad companies 
u refusing rates the Pythias Army was 
iroken in two, part being at Minneapolis 
,ud part at Cleveland. The railroads hav- 
ng tried the experiment of forcing us to all 
;o to Minneapolis, rate or no rate, and hav-~ 
ng found it did' nt work, have come down 
he tree and four of them have now offered 
a rate of a cent a mile for the next bieniial 
incampment at Indianapolis.

It is stated quite authentically that in 


Bristol and vicinity there are 500 bicycles, 
which,"estimated nt a value of $60 to $70 
each, gives an investment of $30,000 to 
$35,000. Surely such an amount of cash 
invested should warrant the investors in 
individually and collectively taking suffi- 
cient interest in the betterment of bicycle 
paths, for good paths not only increase their 
pleasure but save their properly. 


Rwgelsville, a town of abeut 1000 inhabi- 


tants, or about one-eighth the size of Bristol, 
has just raised by popular 
subscriptions 


$500 for the betterment of its present paths 
and 'building of new ones. 
Double this 


amount should be raised in Bristol. 


A portion of the funds could be used at 


once ik> improving the present paths, and-in 
many cases the improvement would be a 
permanent one, and this class of .improve- 
ment can be made without vast outlay. 
There seems to be a deal of grave appre- 
hension as to the amount of cash required 
in making improvements in paths, but it 
does not entail a large outlay, 
for a 


root branch that has taken years to develop 
can be removed for a trifle. 
To illustrate, 


in riding from, say, the postoffice to the 
upper river shore one will puss on his bi- 
cycle, around or over, with that sickening 
thud, fully fifty protuberances in the shape 
of root branches, imbedded stones, &c. 


Now suppose there are 350 who go over 


this distance, more or less—would not each 
one give one cent for the removal of the 
50 impediments, and with one cent from 
each we have $3.60, and the removal is not 
two days good work, and as before stated, 
the improvement is permanent. 
The other 


impediments may arise from other causes, 
but these particular ones never. 


Again: 
There are probably at thij, 


moment, over this same distance, surely 500 
loose stones large and small, tin cans, and 
other annoying objects, and suppose the 
active riders number 76, both sexes, would 
not these 75 riders each give one cent for the 
removal of these 600 annoying obstacles,and 
would not the average street gamin, in his 
own vernacular say he "struck a snap" in 
getting the conttact of removal. Suppose 
there were 500 more next week. What of 
it ? Who would not give a cent a week for 
the removal of one of which might save the 
life or limb of either rider or pedestrian, to 
say nothing of the increased pleasure in 
riding.

provements of old ones this could be decided 
from time to time according to circumstances,

On 
the opening day 725 were in attendance. The 
first day is never a full day. 
Later on the 


number will probably be close up to 800. It 
may be interesting to know that on the 
opening day in 1892 the number was 500. 
In 1893 it was 687. The next year it was 
666. 
Last year it was 673. Year by year 


the number increases, always showing itself 
conspicuously in the lower grades, where 
the pressure ia invariably so great as almost 
to overflow the bounds of comfort and con- 
venience.There seems to be no way to remedy 
this, and all is done that is possible to meet 
the case and give every child a fair chance. 
But what patience, and tact, and good 
management the teacher requires in order 
to do full justice to excessive numbers and 
to herself. 
On Tuesday the number of 


pupils in one of the schools was 69. In 
another it was 62, the youngest children, of 
course. In a few days, however, the skilful 
management of the Superintendent will be 
brought into play, and there will be such 
an adjustment as will secure an approach to 
uniformity. 


May all go well, and may our schools 


continue to prosper and be a blessing to our 
youthful population, and* the lasting glory 
of our town.

claim.' 


•• 'Now,' said Kamikusa, 'if the Americans 


would not think it unkind of Japan, I would 
like to send $40,000,000 of our fifty-cent 
yens or dollars to San Francisco and have 
your mint coin them into silver dollars 
worth 100 cents.' 


•' 'Then what would you do ?' 
" 'Why, we would exchange them for 


American gold and bring $40,000,000 in 
gold bock to* japan. That will put us on a 
gold basis.'

In return money which is as staple and 
unchanging In valno a-, tho ingenuity of 
honest men -an make it 


Until international agreement is had it 


ii the plain 'luty ot the United States to 
maintain tho gold standard. It is tho 
recogni/i'd i nd solo standard of tho great 
commercial n.itioim of the world. 


Let us hold fast to that which we know 


is good. Ir w not more money we want; 
what we went is to put tho money we al- 
ready havi) at work. When mouoy is em- 
ployed men are employed. 


It would not make labor easier, tho 


hours of labor shorter, or tho pay better. 
It would IK t make farming less laborious 
or more profitable. It would not start a 
factory or make a demand for un addi- 
tional day'.1- labor. 


No one suiters so much from cheap 


money as tin1 farmers and laborers. Thoy 
are thellrst to feel its bod offoets, and the 
last to reco\ er from them. This has boou 
the uniform experience of all countries, 
ond hero as elsewhere. 


Wo cannot restore tho public confidence 


by an act which would revolutionize 
all values, or an act which entails a de- 
ficiency in t ho public revenues. Wo con- 
not Inspire couMocco by advocating re- 
pudiation or practicing dishonesty. 


There we mid be no obligation resting 


upon tho government to maintain parity, 
and if then- wore, it would be powerless to 
do it. The simple truth is wo would bo 
driven to a silvor basis,—to silvor mono- 
metallism. These dollars, therefore, would 
stand upon thoir real value. 


Free silver would not moan that silvor 


dollars were to be freely had without cost 
or labor. 
It would mean tho free xiso 


of the mint sot tho United States for tho 
few who are owners of silvor bullion, but 
would make silvor coin no freer to tho 
many who are engaged in other enter- 
prise'!. 


Mexico nnd China have tried the experi- 


ment. Motico has free coinage of silvor 
and gold ai a ratio slightly in excess of 
sixteen and a half ounces of silvor to one 
ounco of gold, and while her mints are 
freely open to both metals at that ratio, 
not a single dollar in gold bullion la 
coined and circulated as money. 


It is not an increase in tho volume of 


money which is the need of the time, but 
un increase in tho volume of business; not 
an increase of coin, but an increase of con- 
fidence; not more coinage, but a more 
active use of tho money coined; not open 
mints for the unlimited coinage of tho

earnings of their labor by first cheating 
thom out of thoir misunderstanding. 


" ' Tho natural hatred of the poor to the 


rich.' Sir, it shall not be till the last mo- 
ment of my existence; it shall only h« 
when I am drawn to tho vorge of oblivion, 
when 1 shall coaso to have rospect or affec- 
tion for anything on earth, that I will be- 
liovu tho people of the United States cap- 
able of being effectually deluded, cajoled 
and driven about in nurds by such abom- 
inable frauds as this. If they shall sink 
to that point, if they so far cease to be 
men as to yield to such pretenses and such 
cliimor, they will bo slaves already; slaves 
to thoir own jiassions, slaves to tho fraud 
and knavery of pretended friends. 


" 'The national hatred of tho poor agunst 


tho rich.' 'Tho danger of a moneyed aris- 
tocracy. ' Sir, I admonish tho people against 
tho object of cries likos these. I admonish 
every intelligent laborer in the country to 
be on his fruiml against such delusions.

A 
depreciated currency, sudden changes of 
prices, paper money falling between morn- 
ing nnd noon, and falling still lower ba- 
tweon noon and night—those things con- 
stitute tho very harvest time of specu- 
lators, and of the whole race of tnose who 
are at onco idle and crafty, and of that 
other race, too, the Catilines of all times, 
marked so as to be known forover, by one 
stroke of the historian's pen, 'those greedy 
of other men's property aud prodigal of 
their own.' 


"Capitalists too, may outlive snch 


times; they :".ay either prey on the earn- 
ings of labor by thoir cent, per cent., or 
they may hoard. Etit the laboring man, 
what can ho hoard? Preying on nobody, 
he becomes tho proy of all. His property 
is in his hands. His reliance, his fund, 
his productive freehold, his all, is his la- 
bor. Whether he work on his own small 
capital or another's, his living is still 
earned by his industry; and when the 
money of the country Incomes depreciated 
or debased, whether it be adulterated coin 
or papor without credit, that industry is 
robbed of its reward. Ho then labors for 
a country whose laws cheat him out of 
his broad. 


"I would say to every owner of every 


quarter section of land in tho west, I 
would say to every man in tho east who 
follows his own plow, and to every me- 
chanic, artisan and laborpr in every city 
in the country—I would say to every 
man everywhere who wishes by honest 
means to gain an honest living, ' Beware 
of wolves in snoops' clothing. Whoever 
attempts under whatever popular cry, to 
shako the stability of the public currency, 
bring on distress in money matters and 
drive the country into the use of depre- 
ciated money, stabs your Interest and your 
happiness to tho heart.' "

did not have a pile of them neatly folded 
and ironed and laid away iu smooth piles 
In a drawer of one of the capacious closets 
which were then built into houses was con- 
sidered a poor housekeeper. 
The bundle 


handkerchief was first introduced by the 
Salem sea captains. 
It was brought from 


abroad with choice things, such as sacdnl- 
wood fans, guava jelly and amber beads. 


Thoso imported were the white India silk 


and were used to tio around the '' best cap'' 
box when ladies went out to spend the aft- 
ernoon. 
Those of homo make wore of 


squares of calico or muslin and used for 
everyday bundles. When ladles wont visit- 
Ing to other towns, their piles of dainty, 
handmade underwear wore wrapped in fine 
lawn or liuon handkerchiefs sweet with 
lavender and orris. A new gown always 
came home f rom tho dressmaker's caretully 
pinned in a thin, worn and much used 
Madras handkerchief. 


No Salem infant was confiidcred to have 


been properly introduced to society till it 
had dangled in a bundle handkerchief from 
a pair of steelyard scales. 


When the servants wont to the bakery, 


they carried a couple of coarse blue checked 
bundle handkerchiefs, and in one was 
wrapped the pot of beans, and in the othor 
was wrapped tho brown bread. 


People cnrriod books back to tho library 


tied in silken bundle hundlsorulncfs. Bris- 
tling paper and twine hiivn usurped tho 
place ot the bundle handkerchiefs in Now 
England, but in trunks and chests Ktorwd 
in old attics piles of those convenient 
wrappers may bo found to this day.—Chi- 
cago Times-Herald.

swans Bailed to and fro in spite of tlie traf- 
fic. They ventured unmolested even below 
the bridge, and tho sight of them and their 
quaint "song" must have been vastly 
agreeable to the Thames watermen and 
their fares. "Pray, did you come with 
oars or scullers?'' was an everyday ques- 
tion. 


Citizens spoko of "taking the water" 


very much as wo now speak of taking an 
omnibus or cab. 
The watermen's fares 


were regulated by the company's printed 
scale of charges, tho Hall of tho Water- 
men's company, where all their business 
was transacted, being then situated at Cold 
Harbor, noitr tho Vintry. 
Soirin 40.000 


watermen wore upon tho rolls of tho com- 
pany, those of the king's court and tho 
nobility bolns, no doubt, included in this 
number, and tho company was ill a posi- 
tion to furnish the navy with as many as 
20,000 men.—Chambers' Journal.

before the annual election to assure his j 
right to voto, and tho time for assessing ' 
this year will expire on Wednesday, the 
I 


Sd day of September. 
Persons not as- 


sessed on or before that day cannot voto' 
at the Jfovombcr election. 


The assessments mado by the assessors 


in the different districts are now posted at 
the place where the elections are held, and 
each citizen who is at all in doubt about 
his assessment should examine the as- 
sessor's list and ascertain whether his 
name is on it. If not, he should at ones 
.ipply to the assessor and have his name 
entered. 


Tho assessor of each district is required 


to sit a,t the place for holding the election 
on Tuesday and Wednesday of next week 
for the purpose of hearing applications of 
persons who desire to be assessed, and if 
there is dispute as to the right of any per- 
son to be assessed application should be 
mado in person on one of those days. 


The constitution of Pennsylvania re- 


quires that each voter shall have been as- 
sessed at least two months before the elec- 
tion, and that the taxes necessary to qual- 
ify htm as a voter must be paid at least 
one month before the election. It is im- 
portant that every citizen should qualify 
himself as a voter, and the first duty now 
Is to see that his name is on the assessor's

Lava cavea of cue Aeores. 


The formation of eaves In a lava stream 


Is a curious process, and one which the 
explorer will be Interested to realize us 
his investigations proceed, and in these 
islands it has some remarkable and perfect 
illustrations. It will be understood that 
the stream of molten matter proceeding 
ordinarily from a volcano soon begins to 
cool externally as it travels. But with a 
great stream, say, 30 or 40 feet thick, a 
lotg time passes before it becomes finally 
cc died and solid to iti center. A large body 
of melted lava still remains liquid in its 
Interior, forming as it were a huge conduit 
or tube full of the white hot matter. As 
this accumulates by the continued supply 
from above the vast pressure of the liquid 
on the lower end of the stream increases. 
The effect may be easily imagined. 
The 


solid crust at the front of the flow breaks 
out, the melted interior rushes on again, 
and the great tube is emptied of its con- 
tents so far us they remain liquid, leaving 
behind a hollow cavern which may and oo- 
catiloually does extend for an uninterrupt- 
ed length of several miles. In the course 
of centuries subsequent eruptions may de- 
posit new beds of cinder or ash or new 
streams of lava to any extent above It, but 
the cave so formed may remain Intact.— 
Outing.

I» Its Power Waning and Will the People 


-Demand Loftier Journalism? 


Wo rejoice in the masterly service of the 


press, but the evils which, notwithstand- 
ing its service, crop out in the exorcise of 
this inestimable privilege ore seldom re- 
counted. While they are not a cause for 
alarm, they should receive the attention ol 
every true and patriotic citizen. It could 
not be foreseen that a time would come 
when a partisan press would seek to mis- 
lead the people. It could not be foreseen 
that a time would come when whole col- 
umns of fake news would be published, 
that whole columns of sensational stuff 
would be printed and read. It could not 
be foreseen that the family paper would 
contain a little of everything, like the ref- 
use box in a typeroom. It could not be 
realized that a time would come whan this 
man wtfuld be written up and this one 
down for personal gain. One did not real- 
ize that measures would be advocated on 
a pnrely commercial basis. 
That such 


things take place Is shocking to our ideals 
of democracy. 
It could not be foreseen that it would be 


a common question as to the truthfulness 
of the statements mode In a paper, "Who 
owns the paper?" "What money is behind 
It that makes it advocate this plan?'' These 
questions ore too common nowadays for a 
healthy tone of the press, but In this dis- 
trust of the press is the cure of the evil. 
People are losing their reverence for print. 
A printed lie has no more effect now than 
an oral one. People say every day: "I saw 
in the paper so and so. I do not know 
whether it is ture or not." The campaign 
paper has less influence in elections. This 
has been fully demonstrated of late. The 
time will come when the people will de- 
mand newspapers of a higher order and 
obtain them. It is nnfortunate that cir- 
cumstances force people to lose their faith 
in the power of the newspaper to adhere to 
the truth. But speak to the editors of 
newspapers of the character described and 
they will tell you that they work on the 
law of supply and demand; tliat they pub- 
lish what the people demand. This is a 
partial and to'that extent a painful truth, 
Yet if the press Is to maintain its dignity 
as an educator of the people it must lead 
and not follow. It must fearlessly express 
the truth, not pander to the almighty dol- 
lar nor to blind partisanship.—Professoi 
Blockman in Forum.

When Soft Crabs Are Dangerous, 


"There Is no danger In eating soft 


shelled cralis," observed an epicure, "il 
they are fresh, but they are poison if they 
are not. 
They should be well seasoned, 


and an extra lot of pepper put on them as 
a precaution, especially it the weather is 
very hot when they are eaten or if they 
are eaten shortly before one retires. It is 
the habit of many persons to eat soft 
shelled crabs at nighttime. I do not know 
but that they taste better then. It is some- 
what dangerous to many to drink milk 
after eating crabs. Milk seems to develop 
the colio that follows eating soft shelled 
crabs with some persons. 


"Another thing that should be remem- 


bered, and that is a sharp'thunderstorm 
will kill soft shell crabs,'and even the hard 
shelled crab at times. UnltM the soft 
shelled crab has been cooked,, before the 
thunderstorm I think tho safer plan would 
be to decline to eat it. Under all other 
conditions there is no danger in partaking 
of them, for I do not think any ono would 
be criminal enough to cook a dead crab, 
hard or soft shell. The proper.way to kill 
a crab Is to throw him into a kettle of boil- 
ing water. I know that some people think 
this is cruel, but it is no more cruel than 
to stab them with it needle or kill them 
with chloroform, as I hare known some 
extra sensitive persons todn."—Washing-
